Special Town Meeting 

Six articles are on the warrant 
for Special Town Meeting, sched- 
uled to take place on November 15 


at 7:30 p.m. at the High School 
auditorium. 

The most important article, 
according to Town Manager 
Michael Caira, is Article 1, which 
would authorize the transfer of 
money to the Route 38 Corridor 
Sewer Project. 

The money would be trans- 
ferred from other town sewer pro- 


jects. 
Article Two would allow the

town to transfer $115,000 in state 
lottery aid money to the town’s 


town’s FY 1999 lottery receipts, 
and became available to the town 
in Sept. 1999. 

Caira recommended the town 
put the money in the Finance 
Committee’s reserve account, in 
case of a fiscal emergency.

Tests to confirm if Olin 
chemical plume stationary

WILMINGTON - A final round 
of tests remains, before Olin 
‘Chemicallooks at removing an 
underground plume of toxic 
chemicals, representatives of 
Olin and the Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) 
told Selectmen on Tuesday. 

The plume of sulfate, ammo- 
nia, chloride, sodium and chromi- 
um appears to have come to rest 
in a natural “bowl” in the under- 
ground layer of bedrock, just west 
of Olin’s 53-acre Eames Street 
property, said Olin engineer Steve 
Morrow. 

The plume is believed to have 
originated between 1953 and 1970, 
from. National Polychemicals 
Inc., a former occupant of the 
Olin property. 

The density and location of the 
plume have not changed in seven 
years, indicating the submerged 
plume of chemicals has come to 
Test at a low point in the underly- 
ing bedrock. 

Olin will conduct further tests 
to make sure the chemicals are 
stagnant at their present point

“We want to make absolutely 
sure there is a barrier to keep the 
town safe,” said DEP environ- 
mental analyst Christopher 
Pyott.

sulfate, and sodium levels were 
within safe drinking water stan- 
dards, Morrow said. 

However, Olin has met with 
resistance from abutting property 
owners, who refuse to allow Olin 
access to the land to conduct the 
tests. 

If the resistance continues, the 
DEP would step in, Pyott said. 

“We'll see if Olin can jump the 
hurdle,” Pyott said. “If not the 
DEP would get involved.” 

The tests, expected to be com- 
pleted by the spring of 2000, would 
conclude Phase Two of Olin’s five 
phase site remediation plan. 
Phase Three would immediately 
follow, and includes the creation 
of a remedial action plan, for the

The pro- 
gram, known as Emergency Ve- 
hicle Operations Course (EVOC), 
was designed by Douglas S. Duval 
a 30 year veteran of the fire service 
himself, and sponsored by Great 
American Insurance Co., the insur- 
ance carrier for Wilmington.

He broke several 
bones in foot besides having recon- 
structing surgery to his face. He 
spent 11 days in Mass. General 
Hospital. All ofthat happened after 
spending the last ten years pouring 
his heart-and-sole into being a tre- 
mendous hurdler. He trained night 
and day from the days with Frank 
Kelley, to the days'as Nittany Lion 
for Penn State, to the days of pre- 
paring for the Olympic Trial teams 
which only took the top 32 in the 
entire country according to time. 

“I’ve been through a lot of ups- 
and-downs,” he said. “I was told 
when I had my hamstring injury 
that I'd never run again, but I 
brushed that one out and Penn State 
gave me a shot. They didn’t take 
me until late July when classes 
started in September (because of 
my injury). 

“I wanted to go to a real strong 
program. I didn’t want to go to a 
school where I would be a Big Fish 
in a Small Pond, that’s why I took 
the partial scholarship they gave 
me instead of a full one that some of 
the smaller schools offered me. 

“I got my butt kicked (in the 
beginning at Penn State) but that 
taught me a lot.” 

From those early years of not 
finishing among the elite, Cripanuk 
worked himself into the 26th best 
hurdler in the country, and 51st in

FROM THE PRESS BOX 


Before Monday’s games, the 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 
boysand girlssoccer teams com- 
bined for a record of 424-7. 
That's not a particularly good 
record. 

The Wilmington Boys teamis 
winless in 9 tries, but are com- 
ing off two terrific seasons. In 
four different seasons this de- 
cade, Wilmington has gone to 
the Division 3 North Champion- 
ship game in ‘90, ‘91, ‘97 and ‘98. 
They went to the Eastern Mass 
game twice, andthestate cham- 
pionship game once, losing all 
three times. With those teams 
they have had many outstand- 
ing players including John 
Lynch, who went on to Bentley 
College and performed very 
well. 

Wilmington is enriched in its 
youth soccer. The program has 
hundreds of kids playing every 
week for several different 
teams.

According to Whitaker, the 
mother of four, the house was 
built in a symmetrical fashion 
which means that every piece of 
structure on one side of the 
house, or even in a room, has a 
matching structure on the other 
side. 

This goes for windows which 
allows for the view to be dupli- 
cated from the interior of the 
house if the day is too cold to 
venture onto the rooftop. 

In her history of the struc- 
ture, Whitaker notes it was built 
by Charles N. Winship with a 
view that allowed him to keep 
an eye on the Winship Boit 
Knitting Mills he owned, with 
Elizabeth Eaton Boit, in down- 
town Wakefield. Construction on 
the house was started in 1902 
and it was not completed until 
1907. 

Among the amenities in the 


house and on the grounds is an 
ell shaped in-ground swimming 
pool with attached whirlpool, a 
billiards room, and an area that 
used to contain a bowling alley. 
The alley was in the basement 
under what was once the front 
porch. 

Unfortunately it has been 
closed off after rain damage 
caused irreparable harm. 

Whitaker notes that she has 
all of the old building plans for 
the house, which was built on 
property formerly known as the 
Doyle Farm. Today the house 
sits on a quiet residential street 
and it is abutted by Our Lady of 
Nazareth Academy. 

In fact, about 1947, the prop- 
erty was part of the Academy 
and served as a convent, admin- 
istration office and classrooms 
for the all-girls school. The 
Whitaker family bought the

property in late 1978 and moved 
into the house in 1979. 

Walking in the front door of 
the house a guest would be 
struck with the amount of rich, 
dark; lush woods. In fact the 
darkness of the woods might be 
foreboding if it were not for the 
foresight of the designer. 

With the use of a large 
amount of windows, ranging 
from transom, to double hung to 
bay styles, natural daylight is 
allowed to brighten up the 
rooms. 

The use of the windows is felt 
right in the front hall as huge 
windows allow the light of the 
day to highlight the carved 
detail in the wood of the stair- 
way. 

“There are enough skylights 
or windows,” Whitaker said, “so 
that on a sunny day you never 
need a light on.” 

Whitaker notes that the house 
is a Hunt design, similar to 
many of the old houses in 
Newport, Rhode Island. 

According to estimates she 
has received, Whitaker said it 
would cost about $12 million to 
build a similar house today. 

As opulent as the Aouse is 
today, it was not always so. 

Whitaker notes that when it 
was used as the Convent for the 
adjacent school many of the 
upstairs rooms were divided into 
tiny one-room cells for the nuns 
that lived there. However, care 
was taken when the rooms were 
divided not to harm any of the 
wood-work. 

According to Whitaker, when 
her family moved in, workers 
were easily able to dismantle 
the partitions and restore the 
wood-work to its former glory. 

The symmetry of the house 
was not always a practical 
affair, according to Whitaker. 
She notes that one bedroom has 
a door that leads to nowhere. 

Its only purpose was to mir- 
ror the door that serves as an 
entry to the room. 

“It is the type of environment 
you don’t see anymore,” 
Whitaker said, “they are getting 
rarer and rarer.” 

She considers that the. house 
would be a good investment for 
someone, especially a person 
who would want-to own a-place 
‘fora ‘retreat: or td: conduct 
“think tank."» 1" verisvse " 

Over the years, she and her 
family have had many hours of 
fun in the house and on the 
property. Her youngest daughter 
makes good use of the barn to 
keep the horses she uses for rid- 
ing. 

Whitaker, who is a consultant 
on “holistic treatments,” said, 
“The house has always had a 
good, healthy feeling to it.” 

Although built at the turn of 
the century, the house has 
always been adaptable to gas 

and electricity.

But recent 
research shows that there are 
other motivations to get moving. 


10 GREAT REASONS TO WALK 

1. You'll live longer. An apple 
a day may keep the doctor away, 
but a two-mile walk may keep 
the coroner at bay. In a study, 
researchers at the Honolulu 
Heart Program found that 
adults who walked an average of 
two miles a day reduced their 
risk of premature death by half. 
What’s more, says chief 
researcher Robert D. Abbott, 
Ph.D., for the subjects who walk 
more, the risk of death fell even 
further. 

2. You'll burn more calories. 
Researchers at the Medical 
College of Wisconsin and 
Veterans Affairs Medical Center 
in Milwaukee tested the calorie 
burn of six indoor exercise 
machines, and found the tread- 
mill burned the most. When 


| .study participants exercised 


“some what hard,” they burned 
a full 40 percent more calories 
walking on the treadmill than 
when on the stationary bike. 

3. You'll give‘your back a 
break. The best thing you can 
do for a painful lower back is to 
perform moderate, low-impact 
exercise, like walking 30 to 40 
minutes, three to five days a 
week. Just avoid hills (which 
stress your back) and use good 
technique. “Stand up straight,” 
says Martin Rudow, former 
coach of the National Race 
Walking Team. “Don’t let your 
stomach stick out or your head 

down.” 

4. You'll build bone and slim 
your middle. Weight-bearing 
exercise like walking promotes 
bone growth - a big plus in the 
battle against osteoporosis. And 
if you clock 15-minute miles 
(4mph) or better, you may 
encourage your body to secrete 
more growth hormone, which 
strengthens bones and increases

“Growth hor- 
mone naturally plummets in 
your thirties,” says Katarina 
Borer, Ph.D., professor of kine- 
siology at the University of 
Michigan in Ann Arbor.”

5. You’ll feel less pain. 
Researchers at the University of 
Florida in Gainesville corralled 
16 brave volunteers willing to 
have their index fingers pinched 
for two minutes before and after 
30 minutes of exercise, then 
again after 30 minutes of quiet 
times. Once they recovered the 
power of speech, all the volun- 
teers reported that the pain was 
most bearable right after exer- 
cise. 

6. You'll KO pesky PMS. 

Regular aerobic exercise like 
walking can tame even the 
bitchiest case of premenstrual 
syndrome (PMS) by raising the 
level of endorphins (brain chem- 
icals that promote a sense of 
well-being) and by increasing 
your circulation, which helps 
minimize bloating. 

7. You'll get a good night’s 
sleep. Abby C. King, Ph.D., 
associate professor of medicine 
and health research and policy 
at Stanford University, studied 
43 men and women with mild 
insomnia. Half of them walked 
briskly for 30 to 40 minutes four 
times a week for four months; 
the other half didn’t. In the end, 
the walkers sleep almost an 
hour longer per night and fell 
asleep faster. 

8. You'll save bucks on beauty 
products. According to what 
we'll call.a rash of dermatole- 
gists, regular exercise gets your 


and quickly flushes out waste 
products. All of which leaves 
your face glowing with 
enhanced health as well as, yes, 
a little sweat. 

9. You'll stay thin as you age. 
No doubt you've heard it before: 
Metabolism slows naturally with 
age. True enough, but not, it 
turns out, as a direct conse- 
quence of aging. Scientists are 
now finding that the decline in 
metabolic rate over time has 
less to do with advancing age 
els, In a University of Colorado 
study, middle-aged and older 
women who exercised regularly 
didn’t experience the age-relat- 
ed decline in resting metabolic 
rate that their sedentary coun- 
terparts did. As a result, they 
stayed thinner and healthier 
despite their advancing age. 

10. You'll stick with if for life. 
Let’s face it: Forty years from 
now, you may not be in-line skat- 
ing regularly. But you could still 
be walking around your neigh-

Cahill said she felt satisfied with 
waiving the cul-de-sac require- 
ment after the Fire Department 
confirmed that their trucks 
would not have a problem enter- 
ing and leaving the street in an 
emergency.

They didn’t always execute as smoothly as they 
wanted to, but facing a meeting with undefeated and 
league favorite Billerica the next week, the TMHS 
football team did what it had to do, and did it convinc- 
ingly enough, trouncing the Rangers at Methuen last 
Friday night, 33-0. 

Tewksbury, which improved to 3-0 in the MVC (3-1 
overall) led 12-0 at halftime before breaking it hen in 
the final two quarters. The Redmen withstood three 
interceptions from quarterback Tommy Sullivan by 
putting relentless pressure on Ranger QB Sean Furey, 
who went 3-for-13 for 64 yards, missing on his last eight 
attempts. 

Seniors Bryan Deshler and Larry Dingle and juniors 
Chris Melo and Erik Nickerson each recordedaa a sack 
of Furey that helped add up to rushing yardage of 
minus-43 for Methuen on the night. Andit didn’t get any 
better when Furey handed off or threw backward 
passes - the Redmen defense was all over this team. 

Of course, this was the same Methuen team that 
Billerica pounded 46-0 a week prior and the reasons why 
showed. The offense operated with all the 
effectiveness of a stock car thatcan’tturnleft. Methuen 
registered two first downs for the game and only one 
before the score was 33-0 and less than two minutes 
remained. Before that time they averaged minus-2.3 
yards on first down, including two procedure penalties, 
a sack and a lost fumble.

point to end the game in a tie, but they 
couldn’t really. They wouldn’t have, 
anyway.

1 11-inch square of silk satin for

24 yards of 2%-inch-wide lace for 
ruffle

1 10-inch zipper or 10-inch

1 yard of %-inch-wide satin 
ribbon

Directions: (4-inch seams allowed) 


1. Cutting: From voile, cut an |1- 
inch square pillow front and two 6- 
inch-by-11-inch pillow backs, 

2. Pillow Front: Symmetrically 
‘space two vertical and two horizontal 
11-inch lengths of insertion lace on the 
voile pillow front; pin and edgestitch. 
With small, sharp scissors, cut away 


the voile behind the lace. Place the 
right side of the satin square against 
the wrong side of the pillow front, with 
edges even. Baste the edges. 

3. Piping: Pin the piping 4 inch from 
the edges of the pillow front, with right 
sides together and raw edges outward, 
clipping to the piping seam at each cor- 
ner. Stitch over the piping seam. 

4. Ruffle: Seam the short ends of the 
ruffle lace together; press seam open. 
Fold the resulting loop with the seam 
at one end, and mark the opposite fold. 
Fold the loop in half again, and mark 
those two folds. Stitch a gathering row 
at each quarter (mark to mark) of the 
loop. Pin the lace to the pillow front 
with the seam or quarter mark at each 
corner; have right sides together and 
sidés even. Pull up gathers to fit pil- 
low. Stitch along the piping seam. 

5. Pillow Back: With right sides 
facing, pin the two back pieces 
together along an 11-inch edge. Stitch 
a “inch-long seam at each end. Press 
the seams, and insert a zipper or 
Velcro strip between them. Open the 
zipper part way. 

6. Assembly: Pushing lace toward 
the center, pin pillow front to pillow 
back, with right sides together and 
edges even. Seam along the previous 
stitching. Turn the case right side out 
through the zipper opening. 

7. Ring Ribbons: Cut two 8-inch 
lengths of ribbon. Pin the center of 
each to the pillow, and fasten in place 
with small stitches. 

8. Insert the pillow form, and 
close the zipper. Tie a ribbon around 
each ring. a
